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“lece Homo"—+KEece Deus,”
Anovrr a year ago the Christian world was
startled by the appearance of a work, by an
anonymous anthor, entitled “Eoee Homo,"
which attempted to treat the life of Christ in
a new light, and, whila refusing to receive the
deduotions of the early Fathors, struck out on
a new line of argument in order to satisfy the
author's own mind, That the work was
origiual in its style, very able in Its arguments,
and a most valuable addition te religions
literature, i acknowledged even by those who
demounce it as a fallacy and a dangerous and
nsidions deception. The popularity of the
work was lhelghtened by the inscrutable
wystery which has sarrounded its author.
That & man of such ability as that displaysd
by the writer shonld not hold a high position
wis svoffed at, and the work imputed to Chiaf
Barons, Premiers, Bishops, and Deans without
pumber. Who really was the author still is
unknown. As the name implies, the book is
an attempt to treat of the life of Christ, and
of the Christian religion as founded by Him,
purely in a human point of view.
Homo,** “Behold the Man,”” wounld naturally
refer to Clhirlst only as a child of humanity,
Acoordingly, the suthor views Him as a *“pro-
mising young man,”” and gtarts on a novel
basis, He assumes that until Christ fasted in
the wilderness, he had no settled idea in regard
to founding the Christian Church; that,
in fact, until the spirit of the Holy Ghost
descended upon Iim at the time of His bap-
tism by John, e was unaware of His sacred
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migkion; that, under the powerful exeitemant
of discovering 11is high calling, He wandared
into the wilderness, and there, throngh inspi
ration, decided on erecting a spiritual instead
of & temporal kingdom; that He there de-
vised the pecullarities of the religion which
He afterwards announced. He invented the
sublime idea of a State which would intlict no
punishment on its rebellious subjects except
exolusion from its membership.
than Soorates, or any theorist, Hoe founded
the “Christinn Comomonwenlth.”” The author
of “Heve Homo devoles several clapters to
the consideration of this “Commonwealth,"
but continues to view it merely in a hnman
aspeot. He consiilers it as a “Commonwealth,”
& sort of political nnion, and denominates “re-
ligious belief” as the “‘enthusiasm of huma-
nity,” speaking of it as he would of the
patriotism of 4 citizen of a national State. Al
his view i limited to the humanity of reli-
gion. He follows the idea of his title, and
gives us a complete sketch of that particular
shape of Christianity which he selects as the
ground of his investigation. And in his branch
of examination no one can deny to hLim
aneeess.

He was wiser

He labored, however, under a disadvantage.
It was impossible to convey a full idea of u
dual character by taking only a hall view of
it. Bo far as his line of thought and oriticism
goes, the author of *Ecce Homo' isthe anthor
of a complete work. So far as eonveying a
correct idea of the true nature of Christinnily
is concerned, he has failed. But he did not
attempt to convey a picture of the Divine as
well as the human half of religion. That, we
are told, was resarved for another work, and
the two, taken together, would give the
writer's idea of the whole Church organism,

“Fece Homo," however, has raised up for
itself & host of enemies. It has been de-
nounced from the pulpit and lacture-desk, nnd
is, to a limited extent, a prosoribed work.
Howaever, it has its ardent advoecates as well
ae its bitter foes, and & lively discussion in
regard to its merits has been carried on in
the ranks of clergy and laity. At last has
appeared a formal reply in the issue of “Heoe
Deus.” This work sets out on a different
line of examination, It treats of Christianity
a8 & Divine conception, and argues against
¢ Eoce Homo" with great bitterness, althongh,
we are glad to say, with marked courlesy,
Its main objection to its predecessor is that in
it the “Incarnation” is ignored. It claims
that the writer, by neglecting the fundamental
ineident in the life of Christ, erected a fulse
structure on a false foundation, If we take it
for granted that Christ was the Son of God at
His birth, then it is deregutory to a proper iden
of His Divine nature to suppose Him not to
have known the plan of the redemption from
His earliest infancy. Such {8 the argument of
#Eeoe Deus," and the deduction natarally fol-
lows that Christ did not decide in the wilder-
ness on His plan of & kingdom, but it was

foreordained and known te Him from His
birth. We certainly cannot understand the
mystery of the God-Man, which has remained
unsolved to the sages of all ages. We do not
pretend to decide in regard to the merits of the
two views. Yet it seems to us that to a great
extent there is no real difference between the
two writers. The Capitol at Washington, if
viewed from one side, hus an approavh by
numberless marble stops, amid numerous
marble figares, If viewed from the other side,
it has few steps, & fountain, and a square
as ita surroundiog. Both views are cor.
rect. Yot to form aun Impression by looking
at only one, weuld convey & very imparfout
fdea of the whole structure. Bo is it with the
life and works of Christ as viewed in “Eeoe
Homo" and “Boce Deus,” Onelis a human
and one a Divive view; and while they may
differ in certain details, yet we 866 10 cnuse
why either is necessarily wroug. The gran-

deur of the supsrstructurs renders it impos-
sibla-to obtain a full viow at any ona point,
dod it is only after taking obsorvations from ita
many aspects that a oorract idesof the theo
cratic commonwoalth can ba seoured.

The Bill for the Better
Seaman.

Wi called attontion some time ago in thess
columns to the manver in which saflors are
treated when they arrive in this city—the out-
rages they suffer at the hands of rasoally run-
ners, rapacions boarding-house keepors, swin-
dling landlords, agents, ete. We nesd not
recapitulate the facts, ns they are protty well
understood by intelligent pooplo gonerally.
Our present object is to call attention to an
aot which has already passed the Sonate, and
18 now pending in the Houss of Representatives
of this Btate, intended to remedy the evils in
queation, and to throw around the sailor while
in port the protection which every woll-regn-
lated community should afford to this interest-
ing and indispensable olass of our population.

The provisions of the bill above alluded to
are brielly as follows:—Making it illegal for
any person, except a pilot or publie ofliver, to
board or attempt to board any vessel arriving
in this port before she has been made fast to a
wharl, except by the consent of the Mastor or
person having charge thereof, or the written
permission of the owners, agents, or con-
signees of such vegsel; compelling all runners
or sailors’ boarding-houses or hotels to wear
upon their hats the names of the persons and
houses by whom they are employed; making
it illegal for any boarding-house or hotel kespor
to refuse to leave any vessel when ordered to do
80 by the Mazter or person having charge thereof;
making it illegal for any person to keep, con-
duct, or carry on any boarding-house or hotel
for sailors in the city of Philadelphin, unless
previously licensed so to do by the proper
authorities; establishing a Board of Commis.
gloners for licensing sailors’ boarding-houseaslor
Lotels in this city, said Board to ba composed
of five mambers, holding office for one ywear,
and one to be elected by each of the following-
named corporations or societies, to wit:—The
Pennsylvania Seamen's Friond Society, the
Bhip-masters' Socioty, the Doard of Trade, the
Board of Underwriters, and from the
Wardens of the Port, and said Doard to lhave
the power of granting licenses to the kaopors

of sailors’ boarding-houses and hotels, and to
have a general aupervision and control of the
sane.

The foregoing ara the main features of the
bill, which seems well calculated to meet the
benevolent end for which it has been devised.
It has received the endorsament of a good part
of our most eminent merchauts, shippers, in-
surance agents, and others interested in maring
affairs, including sach names as Arthar G.
Coffin, Thomaz C. Hand, Heury D. Sherrard,
8. & W. Welch, Edmund A, Souder & Co,,
Cope Brothers, Peter Wright & Sons, Thomas
Watson & Sons, William Cummings & Son,
T. Rogers, Thomas (+. Munroe, John Gallagher,
and others, The objects almed at by this bill
are such as must commend themselyes to the
good judgment of all who are interssted in our
seamen.  We trust the House of Representa-
tives will immediately pass the bill, The
members from this eity should give the mat-
ter their personal attention.

Colored Population of Philadelphia.
CommexoixG on our flrst page to-day, will be
found an article on the colored population of
‘ Philadelphia, which will be vead with inte-
rest. It gives only the brighter side of the
subject, and bright, indeed, il is; for there
are enumerated the names of thirty-four
colored persons whose combined wealth
amounts to at least £1,3568,000, Without
doubt, o number of the more wealthy class
have escaped our attention; but even if this
list were a perfect one, it would show a de-
gree of prosperity among our colored residents
that is as gratifying to us as it is oredituble te
themselves. We likewise give some account
of the seventeen chinrches of difforent denomi.
nations which are supported by the colored
people of this city, Thess have accommoda-
tions for over 10,000 persons, and an aotual
membership of 5440, with about 1700 scholars
in the Sunday Schools, The church edifions
are valued at more than 8225 000, There are
nearly 2200 scholurs in attendanee upon the
volored day schools in the city, o fact not less
gratifying than those given shove, Assum-
ing the colored population of this ity at
28,000, the general [lgur\-s are e.‘"lulphm-. ; and
comparisons with the white population, and
with both classes in other large cities, can 1o
made by the reader.
